HE responsibility of shaping legislation 
which must control the life of every man, 
- woman and child in the United States has 


tion. 

In city councils, in state legislatures, in the 
Congress of the United States men have been 
expected to settle aji problems of government, 
working out matters dealing with the business 
interests of life and Landiing at the same time 
legislation which has been affecting the chil- 
dren of the nation. 

That the burden of the nation’s business has 
been, and to a large extent always will be, men’s 
concern has never been denied. Neither has it 
ever been denied that the care of children and 
the shaping of influences siege bar their lives 
is women’s work. And in démanding that 
omen do their part of the world’s work we are 
not finding fault with the earnestness and sin- 
cere intentions of the men; we are simply rec- 
ognizing that the time has passed when we 
should expect men to do their. own work and 
women’s work too. 

In the past women have been told to go to 
their -homes. to care for their children.- Today, 


means more than washing faces and feeding 
them and sending thém te school. We realize 
that it means more than caring for each woman’s 
individual child; that it involves assuming re- 
eponsibilty for the chidren of the nation and 
looking ahead to the time when they will become 
integral factors in the life of the nation. 


Control Child’s Environment. 
[ we are to produce a race of men and women 


able to compete in the civilfzation we are 

building we must control the environment 
in which the child\grows up outside the home 
as well as inside. 

We know that this environment is controlled 
today. through government. The city coyncil 
regulates food inspection public schools, sani- 
tation and questions of public morality. The 
state legislature essumes the care of dependent, 
deficient and delinquent children and adults, it 
provides facilities for making known through the 
ballot our desire and ideas for bettering the con- 
ditins among which the child must develop; it 
can protect the breadwinner against the disas- 
ters of industry and thereby protect the child 
who is dependent upon the breadwinner; it can 
regulate freight rates and all matters affecting 
the family income which reflect in turn upon 
the child. 

Congress, dealing with interstate commerce, 
child. labor, public education, food inspection, 
and even tariffs, has a direct bearing upon the 
home and upon the child. 

It is easy to see that every law that is passed 
in the United States deal directly or indirectly 
with the environment of the child, and that the 
family income is one of the most important fac- 
tors in this environment. 

In the report of the committee on industrial 
relations Bagil Manly points out that in families 
where the father receives $10 a week or less, 
256 babies out of every 1000 die; where the 
father earns $25 a week or more, 86 babies out 
of every 1000 die. In other words, the number 
of infants who die is three times as great in 
families of the poor as in the well-to-do families.

Freight rates determining the price of oranges 
shipped from Florida to New York determine 
largely whether or not the children of the North 
shall be nourished with fresh fruits. 

National laws determine the quality of the 
clothing a child shall wear and the quality of 
food he shall eat. Wage regulations control the 
standard of education and comfort a wage-earner 
can afford to give his child.

More will men and women come to see the logic 


and necessity of women’s participation in gov- 
ernment, ‘and more and more will women be 
called upon to meet their responsibilities in 
helping to control the conduct of public affairs 


and to determine the énvironmental influences 
which shall surround the children of the nation. 

The question has oftén been raised as to why 
the women of the young western communities 
have achieved the political prestige they now 
enjoy, in the face of the fact that their fight for 
the ballot has been neither .so prolonged nor so 
strenuous as the fight that has beén waged for 
half a century by suffragists throughout the east- 
ern and southern parts of the United States. 
Seemingly the. women of the West had but to 
ask for the franchise and it was given them. 
Why, then, was this generous response on the 
part of the men confned to the western territory? 


The answer lies not so much in an explanation 
of the psychology of the western men as in an 
explanation of the character of the western 
country. and its effect upon the lives of the men 
and women who havo come into this new land 
to do battle with the great primal forces of 
nature, and to come, through contact with these 
forces, to a larger understanding of the: funda- 
mental principles of life. 


Why West Favors Women. 
HE people of the West have come from 
T every part of the country, from every walk 
of life, bringing with them their own ideas 
of government and their own plans for working 
out in this new country a satisfactory adjustment 
of social and economic conditions. Side by side 
the men and women have wrought their homes 
from this virgin country, struggling first with 
nature and then with the man-made laws which 
control the results of their struggle with nature. 
And in their common battle the men and women 
have watched together the changes that have 
taken place within their own generation and 
have come to recognize that just as men and 
women need the seme weapons to combat nature 
conditions, so do they need the same weapons 
to combat man-made cenditions. Thus is the 
psychology which prompts Montana men and 
women to demand political equality based on 
their mutual understanding of the development 
of economic forces. 


The men and women of Montana are still” 


pioneering, many of them wresting their home- 
steads from the Government and coming daily 
into contact with laws and regulations. The 
hundreds of women who are holding down their 
desolate claims, living in solitude for months at

Year of the Great Economic Recovery 
in the United States. 


The very dramatic series of economic 
events which (especially in this country) 
marked the second year of war-time, 
may be thus.summed up:

year. 


Exports Break Records. 

(5.) Absolute breaking of all records 
in this country’s export trade, first 
the unprecedentedly heavy grain ship- 
ments to Europe, then in the autmun 
through the enormous shipment of mu- 
nitions of war to belligerent Europe; 
merchandise exports in the 12 months 
of 1915 running $1,065,000,000 beyond the 
highest previous record for the period 
and surplus of exports over imports, in 
the same period, standing $1,080,000,000 
above the previous high record.

Severe reac- 
tion in prices on the Lusitanja/ news of 
May, but still more violent advance in 
early autumn; standard investment 
shares also rising notably in value, 
though modified by continuous liquida- 
tion of Europe’s American securities 
holdings, which had exceeded $1, 000, 000, - 
000 by the end of 1916. 


(9 Grain harvests, especially of 
wheat, which broke all records in Amer- 
ican production—total combined yield 
of the six chief grain crops this year 
being 6,908,-..,000 bushels, against 4,914, - 
000,000 in 1914 and 5,552,000,000 in the 
previous maximum, that of 1912—but 
which, On account of increased produc- 
tion in many other nations, did not gel!

In most respects the year which is 
now closing may be described chiefly as 
continuing and emphasizing the remark- 
able economic phenomena of the pru- 
ceding twelvemonth. It has been char- 
acterized also, however, by a singular- 
ly rapid fluctuation of judgment in the 
financial community, first as to the 
probable duration of the war, and next 
as to the probable ccndition off things 
in this country on return of peace.

into Transylvania, her @isaktrous de- 
feat and her loss of Bucharest and 2 
great part of her kingdom; tn the futile 
controversy between the allies and Sa- 
loniki and the Greek King, and be- 
tween the King and the insurgent Veni- 
zelist party. Almost at the end of ‘the 
year, Germany’s peace proposal. | 


Increased Living Cost. 


(2.) Rapidly increasing cost of th 
war; bringing the average total dail 
expenditure, in the middle of 1916, to 
$103,000,000, as against $75,000,000 exactly 
a year before; this increased cost being 
due both to the: larger area of active 
hostilities and to the prodigious use of} 
artillery. As a consequence, progres- 
sive increase in the war debts; which, 
in funded or unfunded form, have prob- 
ably doubled in the course of 1916, the 
increase for the four chief belligerents, 
since the beginning of the war, being 
now close to $50,000,000,000. 


(3.) Further expansion of paper 
money issues by banks of the belligerent 
Powers; the maximum increase of 1916, 
as compared with the last week of 19165, 
being $846,000,000 in France, $93,000,000 in 
Germany, $1,200,000,000 in Russia, and 
$164,000,000 In the British Treasury notes 
—all of these Issues, however, except 
for Russia’s being somewhat reduced in 
the last months of the year. Against 
these liabilities, slower increase of gold 
holdings than in 1915—the Bank of Ger- 
many gaining barely $18,000,000 gold this 
year; the Bank of France gaining about 
$100,000,000 but exporting Practically all 
of it; the Bank of England gaining 
about $25,000,000 gold, but none being 
added to the reserve against the curren- 
cy rrotes, and the Bank of Russia losing 
some $25,000,000 gold up to its latest re- 
port. 


Foreign : Exchange Fluc tuations, 


(4.) As a consequence largely of this 
derangement of the Continental curren- 
cies (though also in part because of 
purchases from America, further sen- 
sational depreciation in many of the 
foreign exchanges; the New York rate 
on Germany falling to 6% cents for 
four marks, as against a low rate last 
year of 7% and a par of 95%, on 
Austria to slightly less than 10 cents, 
as against a low of 12.95 last year and 
a par of 20 1-8 cents, on Russia to 29% 
cents per ruble as against a low of 
2% in 1915 and par of 51%; exchange on 
London and Paris being held steady 
around last year’s closing rates by ex- 
port of gold and loans in America, } 
though with temporary sharp further 
depreciation of Paris exchange in April. 
(6&.) BHnormous loans by the American 
market to the outside world; due partly 
to an overflowing supply of home capi- 
tal, but (in the case of loans to the al- 


loans being calculated by the Federa} 
Reserve Board, up to December, as $1,- 
931,000,000, of which  $1,627,000,000 were 


made to Europe, the rest mostly to} 


, other collateral by the allied Powers 


to secure these loans a8 against the un- 
secured foreign public loans of 1915. Pro- 
posal by New York agents of the al- 
lied Governments, in December, for sale 
to our banks of a “limited amount” of 
the short-term treasury bills of England 
and France; public objection by the Fed- 
eral Reserve Board to such @ sale, on 
the ground that bank funds “which 
should be available for short credit fa- 
cilities to our merchants, manufacturers 
and farmers,” might be disproportion- 
ately absorbed; withdrawal of the treas- 
ury bills from sale; an unfortunately 
vague and obscure caution by the board 
to private investors that they “should 
receive full and authoritative data” re- 
garding foreign loans before investing 
in them. 
Export Trade Changes. 

(.6) An export trade from this coun- 
try which, in the 11 months ending 
with November, was larger by $1,665,000, - 
| 000 than in the same months of 1916, and 
by $2,710,000,000 than in any previous year 
of peace. Change in the composition of 
such exports, however, in that food and 
animals made up only about 7 per 
cent of the total as against 14% !n 
1915, whereas finished manufactures 
made up 50% per cent, against 34%; this 
being due both to smaller foreign de- 
mands on our breadstuffs and to great- 
ly increased shipments of metals and 
war munitions. A#a net result, an éx- 
cess of exports in the 1i-month period 
of $2,774,000,000, comparing with $1,588,- 
000,000 in 1915, and with a maximum of 
$642,000,000 before the war. As a further 
result ,imports of more than $600,000, - 
00 gold in the first 11 months of 1916, 
as against $451,900,000 in 1915, and a high 
level before the war of $158,000,000 in 
1898, 

America’s “War Boom.” 

7. Unprecedented business prosper- 
ity in the United States throughout the 
year, with bank checks drawn in the 
whole United States, in the first ll 
months of 1916, greater in amount by 
39% per cent than the year before and 
by 47% per cent than the best showing 
prior to the war. Increase in American 
iron production which brought the av- 
erage daily output of October to a fig- 
ure 11% per cent above the highest av- 
erage of any month in 191§, and 22% 
per cent above the highest before the 
war. Railway gross earnings which, 
for the 11 months ending with Novem- 
ber, not only surpassed all records, but 
were 19% per cent above 1915; net earn- 
ings also breaking records, though in- 
creasing less rapidly, because of rircing 
cost of labor and supplies. 

8 Along with this heavy business, 
rise in prices of commodities and in 
wages of labor, far surpassing that of 
1915; the advance in steel prices, from 
the lowest of the year to the highest, 
being $23 a ton, or 75 per cent; in cop- 
per . tices 12 cents a pound, or 62% per 
cen’; in tin prices 17% cents, or 48 per 
cert, with standard cotton cloths up 
2¥ gents a yard, or 71% per cent.

Tight Money Returns. 

9. Heavy demands on American 
bank resources to conduct the year’s 
enormous trade at the greatly increased 
prices; resulting, as early as September. 
in a loan account at all the country’s 
national banks combined, greater by $1,- 
103,000,000 than a year before. So great 
a resultant drain on New York bank 
reserves (as a consequence both of this 
interior activity and of the fact that 
Eastern money markets raised the loans 
on which the belligerent Governments 
drew to pay the inland munitions man- 
ufacturers) that cash in the New York 
bank vaults, despite the large gold im- 
portations, actually decreased $146,000,- 
000 between the end of January and the 
beginning of / November; the surplus 
falling from $180,900,000 in January to 
$53,500,000 in July, and then, after recov- 
ering to $127,000,000 again in August, 
dropping to $41,000,000 on Dec. 2, when 
it compared with $179,300,000 of ‘a year 
before. As-a result of this relatively 
weakened bank position, rise in rates 
for demand loans on Wall street to 6 
iper cent in July, the highest since No- 
Member, 1914, and on Dec. 4 to 15 per 
cent, the highest rate since November. 
1912; this happening despite the fact tha: 
the New York Federai Reserve Hank, 
with $156,000,000 cash reserves, had been 
asked to rediscount less than $1,000,000 
caper for member banks. ° 

10., A stock market which was heay- 
‘wv liquidated during the early months 
of 1916, because of fear as to what would 
happen in case of early peace; which 
engaged in violent speculation for the

ENJOYED PROFITABLE YEAR 


Factory Managers Say They Will Hold Much of 
| the Trade Gained by War Conditions 
After Peace Comes.

PROVIDENCE, R. L, Dec. 80.—Tex- 
tile mills and metal trades factories of 
this State and adjoining parts of South- 
ern New England have prospered in 
tremendous measure during 1916. Their 
profits have been the greatest for many 
years. 

Some manufacturers figure that while 
there must be a period of unsettled con- 
ditions in the transition from the abnor- 
mal war wages and prices of commodi- 
ties to meet the. conditions produced by 
return to peace, there is firm founda- 
tion for reasonably quick recovery be- 
cause there are no great surplus stocks 
piled up against the coming of peace 
times. A part of the business that has 
been taken by the mills of New En- 
gland will never go back to Huropean 
competitors, according to those who 
are conversant with the conditions, this 
being especially true of the lace fac- 
tories. Some of the cotton mills men, 
too, are confident that a good share of 
the new business can be held against 
foreign eompetition. 

The machine tool, small tool and other 
manufacturers of iron and steel look 
forward to continuance of good btsi- 
ness even if the war should come to a 
close within a short time. Orders on 
hand are sufficient in many establish- 
ments to carry them through the ses:

Takings of cotton already are running 
on a scale that points definitely to a 
consumption of approximately 15,000,000 
bales. Since the 1916 crop is afparent- 
ly not much above 12,000,000 bales, the 
visible supply is likely to be wiped out 
before the end of the season unless the 
mills have larger reserve stocks than 
the trade is figuring on. 

There will undoubtedly be a large in- 
crease in cotton acreagé next year; in 
fact, indications are for the largest acre- 
age in history. But even with this in- 
crease in the planted area, the ques- 
tion of a large yield would be problem- 
atical. Lack of fertilizers will again 
be felt in the Atlantic states, while the 
exodus of negro labor from many parts 
of the belt to the manufacturing cen- 
ters is also a phase of the situation that 
must be considered. 
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SOUTH ENJOYING 
REAL PROSPERITY 


Cotton Loosens an Abundance of 
Money and Other Conditions 
Are Good. 


MEMPHIS, Tenn., Dec. 30.—History 
will perhaps never tell of a year when 
more abnormal and unexpected things 
happened in the South than in 1916. As 
with other parte of the country, war in 
Burope has to a considerable degree 
been responsible for the great wave of 
prosperity that visited this section dur- 
ing the year, yet other influences have 
figured in the result. 

It is not an extreme statement to say 
that the entire South is in better shape 
than ever before. Even the dStricts 
which this year experienced compara- 
tive failures of their crops have found 
some recompense in greatly increased 
prices. In sections heving even moder- 
ate crops the effect of the high prices 
has been to unloose a tremendous vol- 
ume of money and bring about condi- 
tions hitherto unheard of. 

It is difficult to appreciate how far 
prevailing conditions are removed from 
those at the close of 1914. People who 
then were in the arms of bankruptcy 
or bordering on it are now in affluent 
circumstances. Business people who 
seemed a year and a half ago to be 
overwhelmed with bad’accounts now 
have them only as a memory. 

Not only has the cotton crop brought 
results as stated, but the outturn of 
other crops was fairly good as a whole 
and added to the inflow of wealth. The 
moderate start in livestock growing has 
been given great impetus. The lumber 
industry has been busily engaged and 
prices have been satisfactory. Cotton 
manufacturers have had all the business 
they could turn out and it is gaid that 
profits are the largest in their history,

CAR SHGRTAGE 
HURT CALIFORNIA 


Pacific Coast Inclined to “‘Safety 
First” Participation in 
Prosperity. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 30.—The finan- 
cial situation in this part of the country 
at the year-end reveals a degree of con- 
servatism that, under the unusual con- 
ditions of the past 12 months, would 
hardly have teen expected. It is “safety 
first’’ in all investments. In common 
with the rest of the country, bank clear- 
ings show a large increase. This has 
been widely accepted as “evidence of 
| prosperity.” But by itself, as evidence 
of anything of the kind it fe very poor. 
But, of course, it is too early to inter- 
pret these figures in .their proper con- 

rection with trade in general. 

The railroad car shortage throughout 
the United States has affected Californis 
severely. With the Panama Canal closed 
and a shortage of shipping, the inability 
to get cars is particularly trying. Be- 
sides the crops of all sorts, many other 
industries have been hampered. In par- 
ticular, the lumber interests have suf- 
fered. 

Prosperity in the ofl Susiness continues 
unabated. The price of crude oil, whicn 
a year ago was 3% cents a barrel, is 
aow 68 cents. , 
The salmon pack is estimated at 7,600,- 
600 cases, against 7,000,000 last year, and 
fom the canned and dried fruits the 
yield this year ts about .J,000,000, For- 
tunately in the latter industry, the do- 
mestic demand, partly protected by em- 
bargoes on exportations from foreign 
)markets, increased to such an extent 
as to more than offset the falling off in 
foreipn trade. The total pack this year 
of canned fruits and vegetables amount- 
ed to about 10,000,000 cases. Added to this 
is the return from the potato crop, esti- 
mated at 10,800,000 bushels, For these 
the prices advanced from 6 cents to $1 
in 1914 to $2 to $2.40 per sack for the 
common or “river’ varieties, with other. 
varieties higher. ’

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Never Were There Such Insistent 
Demand, High Prices and 
Spectacular Transactions. 
ACTIVITY IN COPPER 
How British Government Broke 


Up Corner in Quicksilver—

NEW YORK, Dec. 30.—The importance 


of the metale—of all metals—in both the 
warfare and welfare of nations, which 
was appreciated in 1915, -was empha- 
sized in 1916, says a metallurgical expert 
in the Evening Post. Never before in 
the history of the world were there such 
happenings in the metal trade—such in- 
sistent demand, such high prices and 
such spectacular transactions. 

As events transpired, we had the feel- 
ing of confusion, of developments where- 
of the results could not be foreseen; 
yet as we review the year we see that 
they were but natural. In most cases 
the strain upon production has been 
owing to insufficiency of plant. New 
Plant has had to be provided, and in 
spite of titanic efforts, this has not been 
done quickly enough—or so it has 
seemed, But in looking bé&ckward ws 
marvel at the performances and see 
gradual easing of tight situations, for 
in no important cases, fortunately, has 
there been dearth of raw material. In 


been a general economic similarity in 
spite of conditions peculiar to each. As 
usual, attention may appropriately first 
be directed to copper. 


COPPER. 


The copper trade still was uncertain as 
to the standing of the metal during the 
war as the year closed, with the price 
about 22% cents. There was a steady 
rise until late in February the price 
reached 27. The British Munitions Min- 
istry had undertaken to supply the wants 
of that country. The method used by 
France is not positively known. The 
British ministry had bought 6,000 long 
tons at 20 cents\before the beginning 
of the year and on March 23 bought an 
addition&él 43,000 tons at 27 cents f. o. b. 
New York, the metal being accepted 
there. Previously it had been demanded 
that the sellers deliver in London. This 
was an important victory. 

In the succeeding -months copper 
slumped, but Aug. 10 Russia made a 
6000-ton purchase, which started the mar- 
ket upward. In September this order 
was repeated and later that month the 
British bought 200,000 long tons for de- 
livery during the first half of 1917. 
After this purchase there was a good 
deal of excitement in prompt delivery 
copper, the price reaching %% centa. 
The tade believes the advance is solid. 

The great mystery in the trade is as 
to how Germany is supplying her copper 
needs. The mines she controls are 
very limited. There is considerable 
speculation as to how much copper will 
be recovered after the war by salvage 
of ecrap and the raising of ships, It 
is possible that this feature will have 
important bearing on later marketa., 


ZINC. 


Zine had its year in 1915.. It began 
the year at about 2% cents, but dropped 
to half that by midyear. The bottom, 
8 cents, was'‘reached in July. There 
have been flurries that looked like a 
“come back,"" but they have not deyel- 
oped and the year end finds the mar- 
ket about 13 cents. 


LEAD. — 


Lead opened the year with an advanc- 
ing market, being marked up from 5.50 
to 56.75 and in Feb. to 630. Then a 
curious feature developed, the Pacific 
Coast buying until that market wag 
taking supplies from Omaha and S8t. 
Louls, always considered New York in- 
terior points. This lead went to the 
Orient. Finally lead was quoted at 7 


“cents by the trust and at 8 cents by 


independents. In August a new pro- 
Gucer entered the market and bore 
down prices for a time, but after a time 
the metal again reached the high fig- 
ures quoted. It is predicted that lower 
prices will rule next year, as the pro- 
duction has been increased. 


ALUMINUM. 


Aluminum has been high and scarce. 
There is «plenty of raw material, but 
the equipment necessary to develop the 
metal is hard to obtain and slow to in- 
stall, This metal probably is in a tight- 
er position than any other. 
Antimony began the year at 43 to 
% cents. But this price brought out 
aditional source of supply in China. 
The production this year was about 16,800 
tons, against 8000 last year and 6300 the 
year before. This tumbled the price tol 
9 cents, but it has recovered to 16. 
Tungsten exhibited exactly the same 
experiences as antimony. At the begin- 
ning of 1916 the price for tungsten ore 
was about #0 per unit. A maximum of 
$85 was reported in March. In the fall 
the quotation was down to $17. Before 
the war it used to be about $6 to $8, 
Parallel in Quicksilver. 
Quicksilver had a similar history, save 
that its market was enlivened by a spec- 
ulative attempt to hold up. consumers, 
which was dramatically squelched. The 
normal price for quicksilver ig about 
#40 to $5 per flask of 75 pounds. At the 
beginning of 1916 the market had al- 
ready gone wild, and the price was 
$16. About Feb. 1 the speculative pool 
had succeeded in boosting it to $300. Un- 
fortunately for the speculators, the big 
consumers—the manufacturers of ex- 
plosives—represented to the British Gov- 
ernment that the attempt to victimize 
them was contrary to the broader in-

[RAILROAD EXECUTIVES SEE 


SMALLER EARNINGS IN 1917 


Some Expect Higher Gross Totals, but All Anticipate 
Smaller Profit—Differ in Solutions of 
Car Shortage Problem. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 30.—In preparing od 
annual financial review, the New York 
Evening Post submitted five questions 
to railroad presidents throughout the 
United States touching upon the out- 
look for the railroad business for the 
coming year. The presidents were asked 


to tell what in their opinion were the 
good and bad features of the 1917 pros- 
pect; whether’ they thought the gross 
and net earnings would increase or de- 
crease; how the demands of the ship- 
pers could be met and whether the rail- 
roads were in need of rolling stock and 
terminals; what they believed the result 
of the congressional investigation of the 
railroad business would be, and what 
they considered the attitude of the peo- 
ple toward Government ownership, to- 
gether with their opinion as to the re- 
sults of Government ownership, should 
it be brought to pass. 

Replies received from 10 executives 
were compiled in a copyrighted article. 
On the question of earnings they were 
about evenly divided as to the gross in- 


cemes, some predicting that they would | 


increase and other that they’ either 
would decrease or remain about sta- 
tionary. All agreed however, that the 
net earnings would decrease and this 
was ascribed, where reasons were giv- 
en, to the high cost of materials and 
labor. 

Against Government Ownership. 

The presidents were unanimous in de- 
claring that they did not believe the 
country was headed for Government 
ownership and equally in agreement in 
the belief that it would not be a good 
thing, the consensus of opinion being 
that the roads eventually would’ become 
entangled in politics, the service stand- 
ards would be lowered and the shippers 
forced to pay higher rates. Government 
ownership also would result in increased 
cost of operation, some declared. 

There were a variety of answers to 
the first question. Among the good 
points enumerated were: Large vol- 
ume of business, prospects of bene- 
ficial legislation, a better under- 
standing on the part of the public 
of the difficulties under which the 
railroads are struggling, and the 
awakening of public men to the weak- 
ness of the present situation. One 
or two, however, were unable to 
enumerate any good points. 

Among the bad points submitted 
were labor troubles and State legis- 
lation, higher wages with no corre- 
sponding increase in the unit price 
of what the ‘railways have to sell, 
namely, freight and passenger serv- 
ice; large increase in all costs, and 
the fear of delay in the enactment of 
legislation seriously needed at an 
early date. 

The presidents generally were 
agreed that the congressional] investi- 
gation would be beneficial both to 
the carriers and to the public. Ex- 
ceptions were F. D. Underwood of the 
Brie, who eaid that “Judging the fu- 
ture from the past, not much will 
come of it,” and W. G. Besler of t 
Central of New Jersey, who he 
nothing would come from that source 
for another year because of the ex- 
tension of the action of the Newlands 
committee. 

As te the Car Shortage. 

The most extended replies were 
given to the query in regard to the 
shortage of freight cars and inade- 
quate terminal facilities, which have 
been complained of by shippers. A 
better use of existing cars was sug- 
gested as a remedy for the former 
in several instances. 

“The railroads would not be very 
hard pressed for equipment and ter- 
minal facilities at the present time if 
they could only have their cars re- 
lieved of their loads so that they 
could be returned to their owners,” 
said B. Pennington of the Minneapo- 
lis, St. Paul & Sault Sainte Marie. “All 
the Eastern lines are 60 congested on 
account of not being able to have 
the cars released, that their business

Export freight is loaded on 
cars at the point of: origin and shipped 
without a clear understanding when 
ships will be able to move it. Shippers 
in the past have used cars as storage 
warehouses. The low per diem demur- 
rage rate was responsible largely for 
this. With increased terminals on the 
part of the railroads, and increased 
penalties for the misuse of cars, there 
will be an ample supply. The railroads 
should have power to unload cars—at 
the expense of the shipper—that are un- 
duly delayed for any reason, when the 
fault for the delay is not on the rail- 
road. Terminal facilities and rolling 
stock will not be greatly increased in 
1917, by reason of the scarciey of labor 
and material.” 
“Buying at Tep; Selling at Bottom.” 
The inability of the railroads to meet 
the demands of the shippers should not 
cause surprise, and it certainly should 
not be the subject of unqualified criti- 
cism,”" said DB. B. Thomas of the Lehigh 
Valley. “Everyone knows that the war 
is responsible for the abnormal condi- 
tions which prevail throughout the coun- 
try. It cannot rea- :nably be expected 
that railroads shall increase their equip- 
ment and terminal facilities almost over- 
night to meet conditions which might 
be completely altered by a cessation of 
warfare. Unquestionably the railroads 
of the country must expand their ter- 
minal facilities, but work of this kind 
must be carried on with a view to the 
natural normal development of each 
property, which development is depend- 
ent on the natural normal industrial de- 
velopment in the United States. The 
railroad is forced to buy its cars, rails, 
locomotives and labor on the basis of 
inflated war values, but it must sell its 
transportation on a basis of peace 
values. Is it reasonable, therefore, to 
expect a railroad to buy at the top of 
the market and sell at the bottom?” 
Other railroad presidents who dis- 
cussed the questions were Howard El- 
liott, New York, New Haven & Hart- 
ford; Daniel Willard, Baltimore & Ohio; 
L. F. Leree, Delaware & Hudson; 
Charles DB. Schaff, Missouri, Kansas & 
Texas; Ralph Peters, Long Island Rail- 
road, and William T. Noonan, Buffalo, 
Rochester & Pittsburg.

Teutonic armies in connection with their 
Rumanian campaigns appears to us to 
indicate that German militarism cannot, 
perhaps, be brought to its knees until 
after at least another year of war and 
blockade pressure. 

On that assumption; it is believed that 
the Canadian manufacturers will, per- 
haps, experience another year of phe- 
nomenal prosperity, providing it is pos- 
sible to carry through the large credits 
to the British Government that are re- 
quired in connection with the war or- 
ders. The general belief is that the Ca- 
nadian banks, acting in co-operation 
with the Dominion Government, are 
capable of financing this business on a 
large scale and of taking care, also, of 
such domestic war loans as are required. 


The various Canadian industrial con- 
cerns brought their affairs into much 
improved shape during 1916. Floating 
debts were paid off, maturing bonds re- 
deemed, and in numerous instances 
healthy balances piled up in bankers’ 
hands. As the larger companies have 
provided for special expenditures in- 
volved in converting themselves into 
war factories, they are ‘‘on velvet’ as 
regards new contracts. If their facili- 
ties are fully used, the monthly output 
,in 1917 will be up to the 1916 record. 


In some quarters here there is a dis- 
position to look for occasional outbursts 
of heavy speculation during the coming 
year, and the opinion is that the spec- 
ulative mania may extend to stocks and 
commodities not as yet greatly affected 
by the rise in prices. 


SHIPBUILDING IS 
AiD TO NORTHWEST 


SEATTLE, Wash., Dec. 30.—The ship- 
building industry has this year put 
business in the Northwest on a better 
basis than it has been for many years. 
There are now 653 wooden ships under 
construction in Washington and Oregon 
and these will require more than 100,000,- 
000 feet of lumber at higher prices than 
the interior trade. pays. In addition, 
$73,000,000 worth of stéel ships are under 
construction. The ship building industry 
has created a new industry in the group 
of machine shops and kindred ¢rades 
that has been organized to supply the 
shipbuilders. 

During the latter half of the year the 
lumber trade to the™interior was very 
good until the car shortage stopped 50 
per cent of the shipments. Prices still 
are good and the mills are heavily sold 
ahead. A prosperous 1917 appears as- 
sured for the umber mills and most of 
the shipyards are sold to capacity for 
next year. 

The salmon trade has been excellent 
and prices have risen sharply since the 
packers sold: their output. The farm- 
ers have had the best year in the his- 
tory of this section. Grains and fruits 
both sold high and as ocean shipping 
was very high and scarce, they have 
ship East by rail. There is a strong 
demand for well based stock and bond 
securities. Other business has absorbed 
the real estate vacancies left by prohi- 
bition which began the first of the year.

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FRENCH FINANCIERS 


ARE NOT DSMAYED 
BY BIG WAR DEBTS 


Immediate Steps Are Expected to 
Increase Revenues Through 
Various Taxations. 


SOLDIER EXPRESSES VIEW 


Economic Union of the Allies Is 
Relied Upon to Protect Na- 
tion’s Business.

PARIS, Dec. 12.—France was quick to 
direct her economists to a more direct 
study of the after- problems when 
Germany gave ou first peace note. 
The recent death aul Leroy-Bec.u- 
lieu was a severé in this connec- 
tion, as he was regarded as the nation’s 
leading economist and had been study- 
ing the peace problems almost exclu- 
sively. It was on his advice that the 
economic union of the allies was be- 
gun. It is in this union that the allies 
hope to meet German competition after 
the war. 

The hope for the future of France has 
been no better expressed than by Louis 
Aubert, former financial editor of Paris 
Figaro, who was summoned home from 
the battle lines a few days ago to par- 
ticipate in a conference at the Stock 
Exchange. He appeared there in his 
army uniform. He is regarded as an 
authority. The report of the conference 
is: 

“Our conversation turned on the in- 
crease of the public debt of each of the 
belligerent countries. It may be esti- 
mated that the debt of France will 
amount to 100,000,000,000 francs—$20,000,- 
000,000—at the end of the war. Before 
the war we already had to pay $1,00,- 
000,000 a year, and now that will be dou- 
bled by interest and pensions. Can we 
stand up under such a burden?” 

Heavier Taxes Needed. 

“Yes,” was the answer; “no man of 
finance doubts it. Not to speak of war 
indemnities, it is enough to recall the 
calculation of English economists that, 
before the war, the revenue of France 
amounted to $7,500,000,000 a year. Alsace 
and Lorraine will increase our resources, 
and we shall be able to make the neces- 
sary effort without compromising our 
country’s future. 

“So far, we alone among all the bel- 
ligerent countries, have shrunk from the 
necessity of creating new resources for 
the state. With a part of our territory 
which furnished nearly a quarter of our 
national resources still invaded, it is evi- 
dent we could not imitate England, and 
at one stroke, double our taxes and run 
up our budget to 10 millards. But we 
can and we must, from now on, increase 
and even double certain taxes already 
existing, so as to make our way by 
stages toward what will be the tremen- 
dous future budget. 

“Finance Minister Ribot has already 
proposed this. They have had the weak- 
ness to yield to party prejudice (Social- 
ist), and they seem to expect the new 
resources which the state needs from a 
fiscal reform. How can any one imag- 
ine, when there is question of burdens 
like those which we shall have to bear 
in the near future, that what is called 
the capitalistic class will suffice? Forty 
million good Frenchmen will not be too 
many to take each his own proportional 
part on himself. And impersonal taxes 
will have to be increased quite the same 
as direct taxes. Each one will have 
done his duty during the war—and one 
single political party is to have the pre- 
tention to be paid for it?’ 

What They Have Done. 


Alfred Neymarck, who has more day- 


by-day experience of French finance 
than perhaps any man living, since he 
began his career in 1869, sums up what 
France has done as a proof of what she 
can do: 

“In one year’s time, during the long- 
est, bloodiest, costliest war she has had 
for a century, France has paid in gold, 
banknotes and treasury notes which are 
equivalent, $4,322,000,000—the real capital 
oz the two war loans at their issue price. 
On the eve of war, the real capital of 
the French consolidated debt at the 
rate of the day amounted to less than 
$3,200,000,000; in other words, that was the 
sum needed to redeem at Bourse prices 
the consolidated debt of France. So the 
French people have subscribed from 
their savings in two years nearly $1,200,- 
000,000 more than the previous entire 
consolidated debt of France. I do not 
believe there is a stronger and more con- 
clusive proof of the immeasurable rich- 
es of French savings and of the un- 
shakable confidence of such savings and 
of the whole French people.” 

This brings us back to darker days 
than now, when in 1871, Thiers pro- 
claimed ‘“‘the inexhaustible riches of 
France.” In two years, France then 
paid up her grievous war obligations 
with two interior loans. Neymarck 
adds: “The French financial] offensive 
won its first victory with the loan in 
15. It has now won, with the second 
oe another victory equal to the 

rst.”’

Full Text of Allies’ Note Rejecting 


Germany’s Peace Conference Proposal 


PARIS, Dec. 30. 


Pp HE following is the text of the collective note of the entente 
T allies, rejecting Germany's peace proposals, which was handed 

by Premier Briand to William G. Sharp, the American Am- 
bassador, today: 

“The allied Governments of Belgium, France, Great Britain, Italy, . 
Japan, Montenegro, Portugal, Rumania, Russia and Servia, united for 
the defense of the liberty of their peoples and faithful to engagements 
taken not to lay down their arms separately, have resolved to reply 
collectively to the pretended proposition of peace which were addressed 
to them on behalf of the enemy Governments through the intermediary 
of the United States, Spain, Switzerland and Holland. Before making 
any reply the allied Powers desire particularly to protest against the 
two essential assertions of the note of the enemy Powers that pretend 
to throw upon the allies responsibility for the war and proclaim the 
victory of the central Powers. 

“The ailied Governments cannot admit an affirmation doubly in- 
exact and which suffices to render sterile all tentative negotiations. 
The allied nations have sustained for 30 months a war they did every- 
thing to avoid. They have shown by their acts their attachment to 
peace. That attachment is as strong today as it was in 1914. But 
it is not upon the word of Germany, after the violation of its engage- 
ments, that the peace broken by her may be based. 


‘“‘Mere Suggestion Not an Offer of Peace.” 

“A mere suggestion, without a statement of terms, that negotia- 
tions should be opened, is not an offer of peace. The putting forward 
by the imperial Government of a sham proposal lacking all substance 
and precision would appear to be less an offer of peace than a war 
maneuver. It is founded on calculated misinterpretation of the char-_ 
acter of the struggle in the past, the present and the future. 

“As for the past, the German note takes no account of the facts, 
dates and figures which establish that the war was desired, provoked 
and declared by Germany and Austria-Hungary. 

“At The Hague conference it was a German delegate who refused 
all proposals for disarmament. In July, 1914, it was Austria-Hungary 
who, after having addressed to Servia an unprecedented ultimatum, 
declared war upon her in spite of the satisfaction which had at once 
been accorded. 

“The central Empires then rejected all attempts made by the 
entente to bring about a pacific solution of a purely local conflict. 
Great Britain suggested a conference; France proposed an jnterna- 
tional commission: the Emperor of Russia asked the German Emperor 
to go to arbitration and Russia and Austria-Hungary came to an un- 
derstanding on the eve of the conflict. But to all these éfforts Ger- 
many gave neither answer nor effect. | 

“Belgium was invaded by an empire which had guaranteed her 
neutrality and which had the assurance to proclaim that treaties 
were ‘scraps of paper,’ and that ‘necessity knows no law.’ 

“At the present moment these sham offers on the part of Ger- 
many rest on the ‘war map’ of Europe alone, which represented 
nothing more than a superficial. and passing phase of the situation 
and not the real strength of the belligerents. A peace concluded upon 
these terms would ke only to the advantage of the aggressors, who, 
after imagining that they would reach their goal in two months, 
discovered after two years that they could never attain it. 

“Ags for the future, the disasters caused by the German declara- 
tion of war and the innumerable outrages committed by Germany and 
her allies against both belligerents and neutrals, demand penalties, 
reparation and guarantees. Germany avoids mention of any of these. 

“In reality these overtures made by the central Powers are 
nothing more than a calculated attempt to influence the future course 
of war and to end it by imposing a German peace. The object of 


these overtures is to create dissention in public opinion in the allied 
countries.: But that public opinion has, in spite of all the sacrifices 
endured by the allies, already. given its answer with admirable firm- 
ness and has denounced the empty pretense of the declaration of 
the enemy Powers. 


“Have Object of Stiffening Opinion.” 


“They have the further object of stiffening public opinion in Ger- 
many and in the countries allied to her and all severely tried by 
their losses, worn out by economic pressure and crushed by the 
supreme effort which has been imposed upon their inhabitants. 

“They endeavor to’ deceive and intimidate public opinion in 
neutral. countries, whose inhabitants have long since made up their 
minds where the initial responsibility lies and are far too enlightened 
to favor the tases of Germany by abandoning the defense of human 
freedom. 

“Finally, Riel overtures attempt to justify in advance in the 
eyes of the world a new series of crimes—submarine warfare. de- 
portations, forced labor. and forced enlistment of the inhabitants 
, against their own countries and violations of neutrality. 

“Fullygeonscious of the gravity of this moment, but equally con- 
scious of its requirements, the allied Governments, closely united to 
one another and in perfect sympathy with their peoples, refuse to 
* consider @ proposal which is empty and insincere. 

“Once again the allies declare that no peace is possible so long 
as they ‘have not secured reparation for violated rights and liberties, 
the recognition of the principle of nationalities and of the free ex- 
istence' of small states; so long as they have not brought about a 
settlement calculated to end once and for all forces which have con- 
stituted a pérpetual menace to the nations and afford the only effective 
guarantee for the future security of the world. 

“In conclusion the allied Powers think it necessary to put for- 
ward the following. consderations, which show the special situation 
of Belgium after two and a half years of war. In virtue of the 
international treaties signed by five great European Powers, of whom 
Germany was one, Belgium enjoyed before the war a special status, 
rendering her territory. inviolable and placing her, under the guar- 
antee of the Powers, outside all European conflicts. She was, however; 
in spite of these treaties, the first to suffer the aggression of Ger- 
many. For this reason the Belgian Government think it necessary to 
define the aims which Belgium has never ceased to pursue while 
fighting side by side with the entente Powers for right and justice. 


“Belgians Reduced.to Slavery.” 


“Belgium has always scrupulously fulfilled the duties which her 
 eaienaiie imposed upon her. She has taken up arms to defend her 
independence and her neutrality violated by Germany and to show 
that she remains faithful to her international obligations. 

“On the fourth of August, 1914, in the Reichstag the German 
Chancellor admitted that this aggressfon constituted an injustice 
contrary to the laws of nations and pledged himself in the name of 
Germany to repair it. During two and a half years this injustice 
has been cruelly aggravated by the proceedings of the occupying 
forces, which have exhausted the resources of the country, ruined its 
industries, devastated its towns and villages and have been responsi- 
ble for innumerable massacres, executions and imprisonments. 

“At this very moment, while Germany is proclaiming peace and 


humanity to the world, she is deporting Belgian citizens by thousands 


and reducing them to slavery. 

“Belgium before the war asked for nothing but to live in harmony 
with her neighbors. Her King and hér Government have but one 
aim—the re-establishment of peace and justice. But they only desire 
peace which would assure_to their country iegitimate reparation, 
p Suaraniess and safeguards for the future.”

A canvass last night by a Post-Dis-

Reply to President’s Note Says

MADRID, via Paris, Dec. %.—The 
Spanish Government has sent a note 
in reply to President Wilson with refer- 
ence to peace as follows: 

“The Spanish Government. has re- 
ceived from the Ambassador of the 
United States the’note sent by the Presi- 
dent of the United States to the bellig- 
erent nations and another communica- 
tion in which it is-said that the moment 
is opportune for action by the Govern- 
ment of.his: majesty in support of the 
attitude taken by the Government of the 
United States. 

“The Spanish Government. in answer 
to the initiative of the President of the 
United States; knowing the various im- 
pressions produced. believes that the 
action in which Spain is invited to par- 
ticipate will be inefficacious, espécially 
as the central empires have expressed 
their intention that the peace conditions 
shall be accorded exclusively among the 
belligerents. 

“Nevertheless, the Spanish Govern- 
ment, having in consideration the noble 
desires of the American Government, 
which are worthy ef-all peoples, is dis- 
posed to associate itself with every ne- 
gotiation which -has for its object the 
facilitating of thethumanitarian work of 
ending ‘the present war. .

Slashes Her Clothing,. Inflicting

Miss Marguerite Walsh, 28 years old,

She dropped her glove, she said, and 
as she leaned over to pick it up, the 
man pounced upon her and threw a 
handkerchief about her neck.

PRESIDENT Vioil: 
CAPITOL IN BEHALF 
OF RAILROAD LAWS 


Finds Preparations Being Made 
‘to Open Committee Hearings 
on Tuesday. 


TALKS TO NEWLANDS 


Particularly Desires Passage of 
Measures Designed to Pre- 
vent Strikes. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 30.—President 
Wilson today emphasized his desire for 
railroad legislation supplementary to 
the Adamson law by making a special 
trip to the capitol to confer with Sena- 
tor Newlands, chairman of the Com- 
merce Committee, who will have charge 
of expediting through Congress the 
measures recommended by the President 
in his recent message. 

Mr. Wilson found Senator Newlands 
preparing for committee hearings on 
the railroad measures, to begin next 
Tuesday. 

Senator. Newlands would not discuss 
the conference, but it was learned from 
an authoritative source that recent rail- 
road developments pending settlement 
of the constitutionality of the Adamson 
act have not altered the President’s 
view regarding supplementary legisia- 
tion, and that he still particularly de- 
sires passage at this session of the 
measures he recommended. 

They are designed to prevent railroad 
strikes pending investigation of dis- 
putes and to empower the President to 
take over railroad, telegraph and tele- 
phone lines in times of military neces- 
sity. ' 

Arbitration Bill Comes First, 

This desire Mr. Wilson is understood 
to have presented earnestly to Senator 
Newlands. Tonight the Senator said he 
proposed “‘to urge action on the arbitra- 
tion bill and other railroad measures as 
soon as possible.” 

“I do not know what the other mem- 
bers of the committee think,” he added, 
“but I -will try to conclude hearings 
which begin Tuesday morning on the 
arbitration bill within two or three 
days.” 

The President sought to locate Rep- 
resentative Adamson, who has charge 
of the railroad legislation in the House, 
but learned that he was not in Wash- 
ington. 

Sees No Danger of Strike. 

Senator Newlands, in speaking of the 
railroad situation generally, said he did 
not believe there was any immediate 
denger of a strike and that the railroad 
employes would await the deliberate 
judgment of Congress regarding legisila- 
tion on the subject. He added that in 
his judgment action of Congress would 
be very decisive insofar as any at- 
tempt to tle up commerce was con- 
cerned. 

President Wilson has not kept {n touch 
with details of the negotiations bet ween 
the brotherhood representatives and the 
railroads, but is understood to fear that 
the failure to reach an agreement may 
lead to a reopening of the entire con- 
troversy. He feels that there has been 
enough public discussion of the points 


at issue to allow Congress to act 
rromptly. 


Brotherhood Heads Say There WII 
Be No Immediate Strike, 

CLEVELAND, Ohio,,Dec. 30.—War- 
ren S. Stone and W. G. Lee, heads of 
the Railway Engineers and Railway 
Trainmen brotherhocds, respectively 
arrived in Cleveland today following 
the rejection of the demand by the 
managers committee that the Adam.- 
son law be placed in effect in Jan- 
uary.

As indicated from purchases along the 
river front in North 8t. Louis, the rail- 
roads are preparing to put into execu- 
tion plans for terminals and depots 
which promise to revolutionize that part 
of the city.

City Needs Space for Growth. 
According to Secretary Butts’ report, 


the city is now built flush up to the 
corporate limits in practically all direc- 
tions, and is overflowing into St. Louis 
County. In order to provide for future 
growth, Butts recommends that the city 
limits be extended, thus supplementing 
Julius Halier’s plea for a greater St. 
Louis, which was exploited in the Post- 
Dispatch more than a year ago. 

Sam Hamburg Jr. announces that eens 
struction will be launched on a series of 
apartment buildings on the south side 
of Berlin avenue, near De Baliviere. 
This operation would entail an outlay 
of $500,000. The builder will be the Uni- 
versity Investment Co., of which A. J. 
Francis is president, end which has 
erected many high-class buildings in 
the section on the north side of Forest 
Park. 

A site of 825 feet front has been ac- 
quired for the operation by Francis from 
the Croesus Realty Co., in which Ham- 
burg, W. H. Hauschulte and Sam Kop- 
lar are tlie dominant figures.

Activity in Apartment House 
Construction in West End 
and on South Side. 


——— 

A prosperous condition exists in the 
building and real estate industry, ac- 
cording to the annual report of Secre- 
tary William W. Butts of the Real Es- 


tate Exchange, given out yesterday. The 
report states that building permits were 
issued in 1916 for new buildings to cost 
$12,838,277, exceeding the new buildings 
in 1915 by $3,600,000. Attention is called 
to the decrease in the number of vacant 
buildings as indicating greater prosper- 
ity, but does not give comparative fig- 
ures. 

The report mentions among the more 
important new buildinga. undertaken 
this year the following: Statler Hotel at 
Ninth street and Washington avenue; 
Orpheum Theater at Ninth and 8t. 
Charles streets; Post-Dispatch Building 
at Twelfth and Olive streets; Bevo 
plant in South St. Louis; John T, Milli- 
ken & Co.’s absorbent cotton building 
and the new 14-story building at Eighth 
and Olive streets. 

September Biggest Month. 

The biggest month for new building 
was September, when permits amounting 
to $1,560,739 were taken out. March and 
December followed closely with $1,4@,- 
000 and $1,997,000, reapectively. The total 
number of permits for the year was-4004. 

Mention is made of unusual activity in 
the building of apartment houses in the 
West nd and the South Side. The sec- 
tion adjacent to Forest Park, in particu- 
lar, has been improved rapidly with 
high-class apartments, The building per- 
mits in University City, immediately to 
the west of the Forest Park section, 
are said to have totaled $900,000, which 
is not included in the total for the city. 
The Real Estate Exchange urges that 
this territory should be incorporated into 
the city. 

‘“‘The prosperity that has been enjoyed 
by the manufacturing and mercantile es- 
tablishments of the city the past year,” 
the report says, “is beginning to be felt 
in the real estate business. Money is 
plentiful for investment in real estate 
and mortgages. Our members report 
difficulty in securing enough good loans 
for their clients. The prospects are in- 
deed rosy for the coming year." 

Activities in Legisiation. 

The activities of the exchange in re- 
gard to municipal and State legislation 
are reviewed. The report recites that 
three unsuccessful attempts were made 
to obtain the enactment by the Board 
of Aldermen of a bill to prohibit the de- 
facement of property with unsightly 
posters and advertising matter. An- 
other attempt to sccomplieh this result 
fs promised. 

The counsel for the Real Estate Ex- 
change has prepared six bilis which the 


organization will urge in the comms 


session of the Legislature. One of the 
most important is a mortgage-recording 
tax act, in line with the recommenda, 
tions of the Conference on Taxation ap- 
pointed by Gov.-Elect Gardner. Another 
is a bill to Greate a State Tax Commis- 
gion, and still another seeks to make 
impossible the fraudulent release and 
foreclosure of deeds of trust. 

The Real Estate Exchange, the report 
states, worked for the passage of the 
$3,000,000 good roads bond issue in 5&t. 
Louis County, and also indorsed the $3,- 
000,000 schoo] bond issue in St. Louis. It 
has recently gone on record as favoring 
the widening of Olive street from 
Twelfth street to Walton avenue.

Rockéfeller’s message was devoted ex” 
clusively to the relations of employer 
and employed.

“Employers as well as workers are 
more and more appreciating the human 
equation and realizing that mutual re- 
spect and fairn produce larger and 
better results thafi suspicion and selfish- 
ness. We are all coming to see that 
there should be no stifling of labor by 
eapital or of capital by labor; and also 
that there should be no stifling of labor 
by labor, or capital ‘by capital.”

‘The nation was born and grew up under the star of idealism and nobody 
ever understood the working of the American mind who did; not recognize 
in it the element ‘of idealistic faith. I remember well what a revelation 
it Was for me when I arrived on these shores for the first time. I was 
filled with the prejudices with which every European of the educated 

Glasses is stuffed: The Americans are materialists and dollar hunting is 

their only pastime. It is the usual calamity; nations do not know one 

another and judge from outer symptoms which ae interpret by motives 

_ of their own invention. 

When I tried to grasp the real energies of the life which surged around 
_ me, I saw that the political life of the was guided by an in- 
tense spirit of self-direction. Indeed, whoever wishes to understand the

, Gividual feels that be must guide his activities to the last detail, if they 

are to have any significance whatever to him. He will allow no outside

baffling turmoil, the inner mechanism behind all the political forces, must: 
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The social character of American life 
derlying trait: the spirit of self-assertion. 
world equality: an ideal belief in equal dignity and 
outer differences. controls the social relations from 
spirit educates to politeness, helpfulmess_and fairness. Finally the intel- 
lectual life is molded by the spirit of self-perfection. The old puritanic 
belief that existence finds its méining only in ethical endeavor and that 
self-perfection is the great duty which takes precedence_of all others re-~ 
mains the informing energy of the nation. From New England, which for 
more than two centuries kept the cultural leadership, it spread over all 
the land and worked for education and moral purity. 

Hence in every one of the four great spheres of national life, the 
political, the economic, the social and the cultural, a strong idealistic Taith is 
the determining power. a belief in something ‘which isvaluable in itself 
without regard to the pleasure which it furnishes. This is not an after- 
thought of today. I have my evidence in print. At the threshold of the 
century I wrote two large’ volumes, “The Americans,” grouping my ma- 
terial around these four ‘idealistic tendencies. 

But this is clear: If these four traits make up American idealism, it is 
throughout self-centered and individualistic. The ultimate value lies in 
the persemial soul, not in the creation of independent values. The individual 
with his rights, his efforts and his purity is 
all; the ideal state, the ideal community, the 
‘growth of art, science and national efficiency 
~ @8 such are unimportant compared with the 
growth of the individual personalities. 


But while all this was probably the correct 
interpretation of American life at the opening 
of the century, m@w energies began to be felt 
soon afterward. When shortly. before the war 
my publishers reprinted “The Americans’, in 
a popular edition, I wrote-in the preface as 
follows: 


“Some years have passed since the book 
started on its pilgrimage. It-was a time when 
the suffragists and the automobiles and the 
socialists and the cabarets and the law-abiding 
trusts. were stifi rare, apd the Pacific was 
sepdrated by land from the Atlantic and the 
sexual problem separated by decency from pub- 
lic discussion. The changes have broken in 
rapidly. New physical and new moral canals 
have been built. The politicians have rushed 
into Progressivism and out of it; the newspa- 
pers into anti-Japanism and out of it; the law- 
yers into Shermanism and out of it; the 
educators into electivism and out of it; the 
magazines into muckraking and out of it. 
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“Indeed with us too much of the excitement 
of the noon fades before sunset; and yet no- 
body can doubt that really great changes have 
cgme over the American nation in its political, 
its economic, its intellectual, its cultural and 

its social behavior. . The position of capital has 
gone through distinct development. Wealth 
has surely not decreased, but the belief in the 
privileges of wealth and in its leadership has 
been shaken. The social conscience has been 
awakened and a certain socialistic feeling has 
penetrated the whole community. Democracy 
has cought to emphasize its consequences. The 
old-fashioned faith in the system of checks and 
balances to the influences of the masses has lost 
its hold. The high ta7iff had to be lowered, the 
high income had te be tapped and the high 
legislaters had to be brought down. The work- 
ingman has learned his strength and the merger-man his weakness. 

“At the same time puritanism, from which the most~ characteristic 
elements of American civilization had grown up, seceded with unexpected 
suddenness. The new wealth and the new freedom, the rapid expansion of 
technical comfort, the gigantic immigration from southern and eastern 
Europe with its warmer sensuality, all worked together to bring us an 
America of excessive worldliness, an America which craves for amusement 
at any price. The kino, the auto and the tango are symbols of the day. 
But in spite of all the feministic foam and the libertinistic pose, the anti- 
puritanic period has brought a true arising of deeper esthetic values. A 
desire for beauty and harmony fills our life more than ever before. The 
drama has come to its own.

The vulgar disrespect for pure intellectual work has ceased and 
the nation has begun to discriminate between those who do not make 
money because they have not the power to do so and those whe do not 
make money because they have more important things to do. Through 
all this America moves more and more into the same groove in which_ 
European culture is moving forward.”

ATE tried to conceal him by naming him 
Smith,’’ sang the poet, and that pictur- 
esque personage, the iate James M. 
Smith of Georgia, added to destiny’s 
disguise so much of his own natural se- 
cretiveness that teday the legal talent 
of seven states and the courts ofGeorgia 

and the United States are embroiled over this remarkable 
problem: Which of the hundreds of thousands of Smiths 
in the country is the lawful heir to a $3,000,000 estate left 
by the eccentric old Georgian? It is quite as likely to 
be one Smith as another, so far as the evidence as vet 
shows, and the great clan bearing that name is rallying 
in hordes for a drive upon the fortune. 


Smith, who died a year ago at the age of 75, was one 
of the great plantation squires of the South. He owned 
a large part of Oglethorpe County, in Georgia, besides 
spacious areas in adjoining counties, and a private 
railroad for transporting his crops. In a public way 
his life was conspicuous. Famous as a cotton planter 
on & huge scale, he was also a man of high visibility in 
politics, serving in the Georgia Legislature, and once 
running for Governor, though he was defeated. He 
dwelt in baronial splendor on his estate, which he 
named Smithonia, and entertained so lavishly that he 
erected a hotel on his plantation to accommodate his 
throngs of guests. 

But privately he shrouded himself in mystery which 
his deat has merely made more impenetrable. If he 
knew the facts himself, he never told any of his friends 
who his parents and relatives were. Over his past he 
drew a veil which was never raised. It is now thought 
significant that he never suffered a photograph to be 
taken of himself; it might have served as a clew to his 
identification.

~ daerican Progressiviam is fundamentally the over-per- 


sonal idealism which has built up modera Germany. 

A characteristic sign of the advance of this new 
idealism is the constellation in the political sky. Three 
men only are today prominent: Wilson, Hughes and 
Poosevelt. They differ widely but all three are new- 
fushioned idealists. In the German newspapers of to- 
day the portraits of the three men are probably not 
painted in the colors of idealism; they know Hughes 
too little, and Wilson and Rooesevelitoo much! Nor 
would they learn better from the American papers; the 
time of a presidential campaign is not made to discover 
the neble traits of a public man. What the party 
friends say is silently discounted, as it is made up for 
effect on the voters, and what the opponents say is 
exaggerated and ungenerous. We all know that it is 
possible to supply low motives for any action. History 
seen from the worm ive Is not inspiring: ev- 
ery public deed appears as a selfish or even mercenary 
trick. 

Tt would be poor psychology if I were to deny that a 
vivid self-consciousness forms their mental background; 
without it nobody can become influential in American 
politics. They show three characteristically different 
‘types of self-consciousness: that of Wilson is lyric; 


. that of Roosevelt dramatic, that of Hughes epic. 


Wilson Is always contemplating: he settles the prob- 
ems for himself by finding a well-balanced formulation; 
- he reflects on his own feelings: he likes to speak about 

his mental pains, his joys, his moods. His aim is 

social peace, international peace. harmony, and that is 

bevuty. . 

Rooeevelt uims toward quick and surprising action: 


a 


his thought is potential energy; his life element is the 
conflict with beasts or with mer, with parties or with 
nations. Hughes rims toward the earnest fulfillment of 
tasks persistently carried through against difficulties. 
Neither the feelings ner the impulses to action are par- 
amount in him, but the deliberate decisions of the mind. 

When politicians in Germany asked me whether Wil- 
son as international peacemaker would not be a partial 
arbiter, ewayed by his natural sympathy for the land 
of his British ancestors, I wrote to them at ence that 
his deepest trait, the desire fer esthetic unity, ought 
to exclude such a fear: be would enter so fully into 
the role of world arbiter that all personal prejudices 
would be entirely inhibited. The lyric mind sinks com- 
pletely into the role to be played: no mind dominated 
by will and nene dominated by thought could make 
such an ideal world mediator as one controlled by 
esthetic feeling. 

The usual impression, of course. is that not Wilson 
but Roosevelt is the man who seeks the limelight; but 
in reality Roosevelt's attitude is quite different. He is 
not the actor whose mind needs the stimulus of being 
seen. of being the center of tense observation: his ex- 
altation comes from feeling himself the leader. He, 
too, needs the masses, but in order to push them for- 
ward by his dramatic temperament. He is always the 
Celeonel who charges the hill. conscious that the cow- 
boys follow. His jey has nothing to do with the im- 
pression he makes but ail with the impuise which he 
stirs up in ethers. Both Wilsen and Roosevelt long for 
the public, as both must be im the center in order to 
give their best. But the chief irradiation is centripetal 
in Wilson’s case and centrifugal in Reosevelt's case. 

-The new idealism could be turned the more earnestly 


toward its highest goals if tke will which demands 
service were not only that of the isolated—mation but 
also that of civilized mankind. The new idealism mav 
have started from the growing nationalism, but it 
presses toward internationalism and through it toward 
peace. The old sentimental pacificism is probably dis- 
carded for the near future, but the new sober pacificism, 
rooted in idealism and international orgaaization, will 
surely be as much the symbol of tomerrow as the ra- 
diant nationalism. 

Perhaps it was unfair when I spoke only of Wilisop. 
Hughes and Roosevelt as the political leaders of Amer- 
ica today; I ought to have added Bryan, the fanatic of 
pacificism based on treaties. 

The newspapers never believe in Bryan's unselfish- 
ness, and when in St. Louis he turned enthusiastically 
to Wiison’s support, they asked indiscreetly for what 
position he hoped in case of Wilson's victory, as he 
must know that he could not.again be Secretary of 
State. i think the position which he would wish to fill 
is that of Ambassador to Germany, where he would 
feel sure of a hearty welcome on account of his coura- 
geous radically neutral stand during the war. He might 
possibly be the funniest Ambassador but at the same 
time probably one of the most effective. 

Social Berlin would be in convuisions over the cul- 
tural teetotaler, and at every dinner table they would 
tell near-true amusing stories about his naivete; but 
Berlin would discover in him a faith in peace and a 
power which might stir Europe like a revelation—the 
“euileless fool” in Klingsor’s magic garden. He would 
truly be a representative of the American nation, be- 
cause the anew pacificism will be an organic part of the 
new America.

But sometimes they don't know. Then it is that West 
is called in and put on the job. Detective or not, as he 
prefers, a case may carry him up and down and over sev- 

 @ral states, to the East and to the West. The biggest 
case worked up by. him was that of the million-dollar 
Great Western jobbing house concern which perated in 
St. Louis, East St. Louis and in a number of cities in 
the East. Before he finished with that gigantic swindle, 
10 men were sent to. Federal prisons for using the mails 
to defraud and others scooted over the Canadian line for 
safety. 

At the time, the newspapers were full of the case, 
but nothing has ever been said of how West began the 
trail or how he worked out the puzzle before him, step 
by step. When he was notified here by creditors that the 
jobbing house had closed, that the building was bare of 
stock, with the exception of empty pasteboard boxes, 
and that the erstwhile proprietors had fled, West got 
busy. He inserted ads in the credit men’s journals ask- 
ing all who had had dealings with the defunct firm to 
send him the original letters written from here. The 
letters came. He noticed that on the bottom of them 
were the initials of the giri stenographers who had writ- 
ten them, and that about once a week the girl was fired 
and a new one obtained. Armed with these letters he 
visited several typewriting concerns from which stenog- 
raphers are employed, and by consulting records located 
several of them. Some had moved to Illinois and one 
to Arkansas. Piece by piece he got hold of the affairs 
of the bankrupt 
~ ‘To unravel the story. in detail would fill many pages. 
Suffice it to say that in his investigation West discov- 
*: @red the following facts: In several towns in the Middle 
West a large Philadelphia firm was “financing” small 
stores which would fail soon after commencing busi- 
ness, but not before their stocks, which had been bought 
on credit, had been secretly shipped to the Philadelphia 
concern. This firm paid the bankrupt 60 per cent for all 
staples sent them and 50 per cent for notions. As the 
man who “failed” had paid nothing, the money received 
from the Philadelphia fir was all profit. When the 
smash-up came, West discovered that 26 of these stores 
had beet in operation, had failed and shipped their 
stocks to Philadelphia. i 

When the St. Louis house established itself here, the 

rietor had been furnished $5000 to put in bank, and 

he gave as references confederate firms who also had 
in bank. With such a chain of connections, 

ne by other slick devices, it was easy to gain 

» confidence of commercial agencies, who gave the

delphia. Then came the “failure,” with nothifig left but 
a store full of empty boxes. Meanwhile all the other 


‘stores had also “gone broke,” and the proprietors were in 


Philadelphia with their invoices of what they had bought 
and shipped, getting their percentage profit. Then they 
were off to new fields to do the whole thing over again. 

When West recounts in detail how he rounded up these 
men and found out their system, he talks very fast; not 
a bit in the mysterious, dramatic manner with which 
Sherlock Holmes edified his friend Watson, between 
needles, but the story is just as good as Conan Doyle 
ever spun. 

Not long ago West was notified that two men posing 
as brothers and doing business in adjoining Illinois 
towns had closed up their respective places of business, 
each leaving this notice on his front door. “GONE TO 
FATHER’S FUNERAL.” He found that just before 
closing their stores a confederate had phoned them of 
the bogus death. The two men went about and told 
everybody of their “bereavement.” As it was after bank- 
ing hours all their friends cashed checks for them, ‘‘for 
expenses needed.”’ 

After the men had been absent for some days the 
stores were opened and found to contain nothing but 
empty boxes arrayed neatly on ‘the shelves. West 
further found that the two stocks, which were still owed 
for, had been shipped away bit by bit in sample trunks 
sometime “before father died,” the trunks being re- 
turned several times before all the stock could be taken

away. These trunks in each instance were handled 
by different draymen, and sent from one junction point 
to another so as to lose the identity of shipment as much 
as possible, till the goods finally arrived at a warehouse 
in St. Louis. They remained in this warehouse a week; 
then they were sent to another and eventually to a third: 

The two “brothers” haven’t been captured, but they 
will be in time, says West; just-as surely as it was easy 
to follow the goods through all their circuitous travels. 
Men as smart as these, West points out, are the ones 
who could become rich if they would but go about it 
legitimately. 

Some time in the early part of this year a fine-looking 

man, more than six feet tall and well dressed, came to 
St. Louis with his wife. She was a very handsome wom- 
an and attired herself elegantly. The couple took an 
ornate apartment in the West End’and on the strength 
of a nice balance at a bank ran up big bills at down- 
town stores, lived luxuriously and otherwise conducted 
themselves as high-class swindlers. usually do. All the 
while the husband had offices down near the levee, and, 
through a credit rating he had established, was buying 
great quantities of bed ticking and other staples. Osten- 
sibly, so his sign read, he was in the feather business. 
' The thousands of dollars of ticking and other goods 
bought here were traced to New York, where they were 
hauled from one warehouse to another by various dray- 
men and reshipped to London. 

One morning the man pinned on his office door: “As to 
April 16 we are out of town.” But he and his wife 
weren't here on April 17, or thereafter, leaving behind 
unpaid bills for merchandise, personal bills at depart- 
ment stores and numerous bad checks. West knows, he 
says, where the bed ticking went to in New York, and 
recently made a trip to Washington to ask the. postal 
authorities to put their inspectors on the case. 

Another of West’s coups was rounding up a gang of 
swindlers in Oklahoma. Following a failure down there, 
hé learned of a young fellow who had gone from Russia 
to Johannesburg, South Africa; thence to Dullstrom in 
the Transvaal and thence to New York. Relatives sent 
him money to come to Oklahoma They meant’ to pull 
off a “Mahoole,” or, in plain United States, a “failure,”

to cash worthless checks for “necessary expenses.” 


and the boy, not yet 20, was to bd used as a tool. He 
was set up in a store. His relatives had him make a 
statement that he had $1200 and a stock of goods. He 
bought $1200 worth of goods on credit in St. Louis, and 
opened credit at other points. All the while his uncle 
was storing goods in the rear of the store. They be- 
longed to another young fellow who was ut to fail, 
who would asked for a 25-cents-on-the-dollar settlement 
with creditors. Step by step the store drifted into bank- 
ruptcy, a 25-cent settlement was agreed upon and the 
bankruptcy referee closed the case. Again West smelled 
a rat, hurried to Oklahoma, investigated, had the case 
reopened and indicted the entire gang. 

Another case investigated by West was that of a 
Missouri merchant in a small town a hundred or so 
miles south of St. Louis. This merchant moved into 
town, began to make acquaintances, called upon the 
town banker, made himself pretty well known and liked 
and then announced he was going into business. He 
rented his store, put some money in the bank and 
bought and sold goods for some time in a legitimate 
way. After a time he established himself to be what 
is known as a good “moral risk” by‘ credit men and 
credit agencies and his financial credit rating followed 
as a matter of course. Then he began to buy on credit 
in big amounts, and right and left. 

Soon he had a splendid stock and was doing an ex- 
cellent business. In faet, he was doing such a good 
business that he would have made a success of his 
venture in a strictly legitimate way if he had kept at 
it. Be it understood, however, that never at any time 
had anything been farther from his intentions. As 
subsequent parts of his story will show he had moved 
to this town, under a name other than his own, to 
“bust or burn out” and take his profits, and time had 
about arrived to “pull off’ the deal. 

From the excellently stocked store shipments com- 
menced to move away secretly and in large lots, various 
teamsters hauling them to the depot. Each shipment 
of any size was sent to a different town, thence, at a 
later period, to be reconsigned to a final point of con- 
centration. After the store was pretty well emptied, 
with the exception of deceptive wooden packing cases 
on the floor and pasteboard boxes filling the shelves, 
a fire broke out. The blaze not only consumed the 
store, but came near burning to death a person sleep- 
ing on the place, as well as wiping out th2 entire town. 

As fires go, the whole affair appeared regular to ev- 
erybody save West. He visited the place, went over 
the ground, found out the man’s tactics before starting 
up, and drew conclusions that also drew him back to 
St. Louis where, through stock and invoice numbers 
furnished him by wholesalers here, he found all the 
goods and attached them. Later the merchant was in- 
dictedfor arson and for the attempted murder of the 
person sleeping in his store. 
™. There is a multitude of tricks, says West, which en- 
able the dishonest merchant to defraud his creditors. 
But mainly it is done by getting up a good credit rat- 
ing through referring to some confederate who stays 
in good standing for this purpose. Large bills of goods 
are bought and shipped secretly away, and then comes 
the failure or the fire. 

West says he knows of a man in St. Louis who six 
years ago started on $200.. Today his store is a hand- 
some one, filled with fine goods of all varieties. His 
stock is growing so large he contemplates erecting a 
larger building. This man is a “fence,” and to him in 
various ways are shipped~the stocks of stores before 
they fail or mysteriously burn down. 

Three years ago West ran across a “fire” that led 
him back to St. Louis warehouses and the home of the 
man here in town. He recovered, he says, the costliest 
lots of goods he ever levied on, including cut glass, or- 
nate furniture, barrels of china and fabrics, as well as 
sets of furs. worth thousands of dollars which he found 
secretly laid away in cold storage in a high-class store 
downtown. 

According to West, very few of the 80 per cent of all 
creoked failures and fires are deliberate at the start. 
The greater perceiitage of men begin business with the 
highest intentions. Sometimes they have their friends’ 
and their relatives’ money in the venture. Things be- 
gin to go wrong and soon dawns the temptation to get 
out with as small loss as poss.ble. 

West freely admits that many honest failures come 
under his observation and investigation, But even 
these; he says, bear. a certain culpability. Usually the 
proprietors are poorly fitted to be business men.’ They 
know little of. bookkeeping, nothing of the science of 
cost, nothing of overhead expenses, and are without a 
vestige of executive ability. They were endowed by 
nature to be good clerks. But they get hold of money, 


go into business and lose their all with some of the 
wholesaler’s.
